CONSTITUTION 

Petitions Asked 
For Its Passage 

Official adoption of the new Stu- 
dent Government association con- 
stitution was made by the student 
legislature at its regular meeting 
. Tuesday night 

Petitions signed by approximately 
500 students were brought to the 
meeting asking for the passage of 
the amendment providing for the film, 
new document. ed. 

Roll call vote revealed that all 
legislators present favored the con- 
stitution, which will become effec- 
tive as soon as it is approved by 
the University faculty. 

Roy Hunt, chairman pro tern, 
said that Dr. Leo M. Chamberlain, 
dean of the University, has assured 
him that the faculty will consider 
the constitution soon. 

Election of student representa- 
tives will be conducted under the 
provisions of the new constitution. 
Twenty-nine legislators will be 
chosen, apportioned according to 
enrollment by colleges, sexes, and 
classes, as provided in the document.

However, the chemist continued, 
data collected on the growth of the 
race indicates a gradual decrease 
ln the growth of population This 
may mean, he explained, that we

Dr. Funkhouser. dean of the grad- 
uate school and head of the zoology 
department, has. for the past score 
and .several years, used his sabbati- 
cal leaves as a means of furthering 
his .study of animals and their hab- 
itats in different climates. 

Professor Funkhousers travels 
have taken him to nearly every part 
of the globe where he has explored 
the wooded, cavernous, and barren 
regions of many countries, many of 
which are located in the equatorial 
belt

"Why. you haven't lived until 
you have eaten soup made by boil- 
ing a bird's nest in a gallon of 
swamp water or a plate of fried 
grasshoppers cooked over a slow- 
fire of straw from ■ camel's man- 
ger."
